A plan of ren tin g some of th e 
tex t books used in th e local h igh 
sch ool, will be tried out in R ush ­ 
ville on a sm all scale, com m enc­ 
ing M onday , it w as announced 
W ednesday by L. A. Lockwood, 
city sch ool superintendent. 
Th e cost of th e necessary te x t 
books for pupils h as come to be 
a t th is tim e a very pressing prob­ 
lem to m any parents. T h e te x t 
book problem is h andled in one 
of th ree different way s th roug h ­ 
out th e country . T h e first p lan 
and perh aps th e one m ost gen­ 
erally used th roug h th e .C entral 
States, is th e plan used in R ush ­ 
ville a t present, in w h ich th e 
p aren ts buy outrig h t all th e p u­ 
pils’ tex t books. T h is req uires a 
considerable outlAy of m oney an d 
a t p resent is a severe strain up ­ 
on th e fam ily budget. 
T h e second plan is one w h ere­ 
by th e te x t books are furnish ed 
free to pupils, eith er by th e lo­ 
cal sch ool corporation or by th e 
state. In eith er case th e m oney 
used to purch ase th e books is 
raised by tax ation . T h is p lan is 
used in m any states an d larger 
cities th roug h out th e country . I t 
h as proved entirely satisfactory 
w h erever it h a s been used. How­ 
ever, a t p resen t it puts a n addi­ 
tional stra in on th e tax pay er 
and could n ot be used a t p resen t 
to relieve th e ' parents. 
T h e th ird p lan is a sscper 
one, alth oug h it h as been used in 
various places for several y ears. 
T h is plan is a re n ta l sch em e 
w h ereby th e books are bough t by 
sch ool officials an d ren ted to p u­ 
pils a t a fee just large enough to 
replace th e book w h en it is w orn 
out. I t h a s been found by ex peri­ 
ence th a t th e average life of a 
tex t book is th ree y ears of con­ 
s ta n t use. H ence th e re n ta l price 
is usually one th ird of th e cost of 
th e books or sligh tly m ore th a n 
i th e cost of th e book to th e p u­ 
pil. 
T h is plan is being in itiated in 
a large num ber of places a s a so­ 
lution of th e te x t book problem . 
I t h a s been well received by p a ­ 
trons w h enever tried, for it n ot 
only reduces th e cost of tex ts to 
p aren ts by 7 5 per cent, b ut it a l­ 
so elim inates an additional b ur­ 
den on th e tax pay er.

I 
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FALLS ARE SERIOUS 
Although the death rate from automobile ac­ 
cidents shows an increase each m onth from 
governm ental reports, y et there is another form 
of accident tha t tak es an even heavier toll, due 
largely to carelessness. 
This form of accident has been handed down 
fro m the ages, and is just the ordinary , every ­ 
day tumble or fall. Statistics show that the com­ 
monplace fall k ills 3,000 more people every y ear 
than does the automobile. 
It has been discovered tha t nearly 15,000 per­ 
sons are k illed annually in the United States by 
falls of various sorts and that most of them are 
the result of slipping on floors and stumbling on 
stairs of buildings. 
Falling out of the cherry tree has alway s been 
been regarded as the perogative of every health­ 
ful boy . None of us ever look ed upon a fall as 
any thing serious — just an every day occurrence. 
But one-fifth of the total num ber of accident­ 
al deaths from all causes is due to falls. 
Of course, tha t refers to falls in which gravity 
figures. 
There are all sorts of falls. Men fall from their 
high estate sometimes. 
It is not necessarily 
fatal, but frequently .is. 
Many fall in their own estim ation and often 
try self-destruction. 
Men fail in the estim ation of others and it is 
not alway s due to an accident. 
Viewed from every angle, the fall is a much 
mo re dangerous element in society than most of 
us ever imagined. 
— O' 
ONE POINT IN COMMON 
We may have our differences of opinion in 
m atters of politics; we may not agree on the 
subject of religion; some of us have notions that 
other folk think are crazy and other folk have 
ideas we think lack in sound reasoning; but on 


one point we are all agreed; we all w ant to see 
our home town grow and prosper. 
Some ex perts contend tha t good trading fa­ 
cilities build population and real estate values; 
others say tha t good stores follow population, 
but again, all agree that local prosperity can 
never come until adequate trading facilities are 
established. 
Good stores are the life of any community . 
Moreover, we k now we cannot have good stores 
if they are not profitably supported. No town 
was ever built by its inhabitants sending their 
money out of town. A dollar spent in town trav­ 
els from the home to the grocer, to the butcher, 
then to the hardw are m erchant, and so on 
around the whole wheel of home trade. Spent 
in town the dollar rem ains in the town and 
adds to the town’s wealth. By and by some m an 
gathers enough of these floating home town dol­ 
lars, builds another home or mak es an addition 
to his store, and so values increase, benefiting 
every body . Spent out of town the dollar has 
gone forever.

HEALTH IS WEALTH 
Health is wealth, someone has said. It is also 
happiness, because to be unhealthful is to be 
unhappy . 
T hat happiness means health has a scientific 
basis, according to a noted scientist, who has ex ­ 
perimented with rats. 
Those tha t have been tam ed so tha t they could 
be handled in the hand do not suffer the ill ef­ 
fects from ex perim ents as do those tha t are 
wild and afraid during the ex periment. 
This is directly due to properties of several 
glands of internal secretions in the hum an, this 
scientist say s. 
Since fear affects health, and therefore happi­ 
ness, wise people will avoid fear. 
To be healthy and fearless then, is to be hap ­ 
py , which is the goal of every hum an being.
